ELEVEN IN TWO FAMILIES DIE 


One Woman Takes Fatal Leap, 
Another Faints and Falls 
Back Into Blaze. 


RESCUERS SUFFER BURNS 


Two Reported Missing—Tragedy 
Recalls Incendiarism In Neigh- 
borhood a Month Ago. 


Fourteen are dead and many are in 
hospitals badly burned through the act 
of a madman who started a fire in a 
baby carriage in the hallway of a five- 
story tenement on the southeast corner 
of Lexington Avenue and 110th Street 
at 1 o’clock yesterday morning. 

Flames leaping from the roof alarmed 
the neighborhood for blocks in all di- 
rections before the tenants in the burn- 
ing building were themselves. thor- 
oughly roused. The fire had raged up 
the stair-well so swiftly that all escape 
by that route was cut off before the 
| sleeping occupants of the building knew 
their danger. 

Many were burned to death on the 
fourth and fifth floors before they 
could reach the fire-escapes. Most of 


were later taken off by firemen with 
ladders. Others were rescued from 
windows and from the roof. 

With flames surging in the room be- 
hind her, one woman jumped from a 
window on the fifth floor and was 
kilied. .’ 


} Eleven in Two Families Die. 


| Six members of the family of Abraham 
| Sugarman, who lived on the fifth floor, 
were burned to death. Five members of 
the Silver family, who also lived on 
the fifth floor, lost their lives in the 
flames, 

Many daring rescues were made by 
passers-by, firemen and policemen, The 
‘night clothes and wrapg of several were 
in flames when they were rescued. 
Twelve of those were at hospitals badly 
burned yesterday, and a score of others 
were painfully scorched and under treat- 
ment in the homes of neighbors. Two

Earlier Crime of Pyromaniac. 


A total of twenty-one lives are believed 
to have been sacrificed by the same fire 
;maniac within a month. Seven lives 
; were lost at a fire of similar origin on 
| Sept. 27. The earlier fire tragedy oc- 
| curred in West 109th Street, near Coluim- 
| bus Avenue, The hand of a pyromaniac 
could be clearly traced in the loss of 
j life on that oceasion, because two baby 
carriages were ablaze,in different hall- 
ways at almost the same minute. One 
carriage started to burn at 201 West 
109th Street and the other at 245 West 
109th Street. Blazes in other parts of 
the city have been set by the same 
method of putting paper or oiled rags in 
baby carriages and touching a match to 
them.

DR LYMAN ABBOTT 
DES IN 87TH YEAR 


Editor and -Preacher Succumbs 
to Bronchitis After a 
Long Iliness.

The Rev. Dr. Lyman Abbott, editor of 
The Outlook and successor of Henry 


yesterday in his home at 1,184 Lexing- 
ton Avenue, after an illness that began 
early in the Summer. He would have 
been 87 years old in December, and 
his age had much to do with his fail- 
ure to rally from an attack of bron- 
chitis. 

He was at his Summer home at Corn- 
wall-on-the-Hudson when he first be- 
came ill. After remaining there all 
Summer he returned two weeks ago and 
soon had a more acute attack which 
necessitated the almost constant at- 
tendance of Dr. H. Z. Guile of 2 West 
Highty-eighth Street. He grew steadily 
weaker until his death yesterday at 
noon. His four sons and two daugh- 
ters were with him at the end. 

Dr. Abbott, who for all of his long life 
was interested in many avenues of re- 
ligious and civic thought, and who as 
a preacher and writer gained a large 
audience and many unusual friendships, 
was born in Roxbury, Mass., on Dec. 
18, 1835. His father. Jacob Abbott, was 
a clergyman, founder of the Eliot 
Church in Roxbury and principal of the 
Mt. Vernon School in Boston. He was 
known largely for his interest in music, 
which led him to begin the teaching of 
music in the public schools. He was the 
first President of the Boston Academy 
of Music. His literary activities covered 
forty years, and among the 211 titles 
which Prof. Barrett Wendell placed to 
his credit were the famous Rollo books. 


Came Here as a Boy. 


When Lyman Abbott was ten years 
old his father moved to New York to a 
little house on Morton Street in Green- 
wich Village. He went to Farming- 
ton, Me., for a ‘ime to attend his Uncle 
Samuel's school, and returned to New 
York when he was fourteen.

Plan a Large Reservation in West Africa

PARIS, Oct, 22._Under the auspices of 
the Pasteur Institute a young French 
bacteriologist, Dr. Wibert, will shortly 
proceed to French West Africa to create 
there a large reservation in which an- 
thropoid apes will be able to breed and 
thrive peacefully and unmolested. 

The interest thus shown in the welfare 
of the monkey is by no means altruistic. 
Apes are used in large numbers for ex- 
perimental purposes. They are the only 
animals which contract certain diseases 
to which man is subject. The number 


of apes, therefore, which are sacrificed 
annually is considerable, especially as 
the African natives, to catch the young, 
often kill the parents, and certain species 
like the chimpanzee are today in danger 
of disappearing completely. 

While the research work of the Pasteur 
and other similar institutions, as well 
as the application of Dr. Voronoff’s sys- 
tem of grafting, are daily calling for 
larger numbers of apes, the supply is

STATE REGISTRATION 


AHEAD OF LAST YEAR’ 


Larger Cities Show Gains Over 
1920 and Rural Districts Are 
Expected to Follow. 


FALLING OFF FROM 1920 


Democrats, on Basis of De- 
crease From Two Years Ago, 
See Advantage to Them. 


Reports from up-State cities indicate 
that the registration in places of 5,000 
or more population, where personal reg- 
istration is required, is probably some- 
what larger than the registration last 
year but considerably below the regis- 
tration in 1920, when a President and a 
Governor were elected. _ 

Returns from the up-State districts, 
where personal registration is not re- 
quired, will not be available until the 
tabulation of the reports by the Secre- 
tary of State. It is expected that this 
class of registration will show an in- 
crease over last year and perhaps an 
increase over 1920, as the Republican 
State organization is known to have is- 
sued instructions to party workers to 
see that every voter in these districts 
was placed on the rolls. 

The larger cities up-State generally 
showed an increase over the registra- 
tion of last year, but a decrease from 
1920. In Albany the registration was 
55,213, 70 more than last year. In Buf- 
falo the registration was 130,199, 10,000 
more than last year, but 13,000 less 


than 1920. 
The registration in Elmira was 17,000, 


practically the same as last year but 
3,000 less than in 1920. Hornell, anothe 
city in the southern tier, showed a 
registration of 5,847, practically the 
same as in 1920 and 1,300 more than in 
1921. ‘ Hudson, Columbia County, had a 
registration of 4,104, more than 300 more 
than in 1920. 

In Syracuse, home city of Governor 
Miller, the registration was 61,931, as 
compared with 60,783 in 1921 and 68,451 
in 1920. Rochester’s registration was 
90,085, nearly 5,000 more than in 1921, 
but 15,000 less than in 1920. In Utica, 
the registration was 25,787, 2,000 less 
than last year and nearly 4,000 less than 
in 1920. Troy had a registration of 
33,691, practically the same as in 1920 
and about 2,000, less than for the city 
election there last year. 

Speculation as to how the up-State 
registration affected the chances of Gov- 
ernor Miller and Alfred E. Smith, the 
Republican and Democratic candidates 
for Governor, was active among poli- 
ticians, but there was an agreement 
that detailed study of local conditions 
would be necessary in each case to de- 
termine the indication in any city. The 
Democrats professed to find satisfaction 
in the figures, making their comparson 
with the 1920 registration. Looking at 
it in that way, they said, the registra- 
tion indicated apathy up-State and 
would offset any disadvantage that 
there might be to, Democratic candi- 
dates in the light registration in New 
York City.

Hall Family Insist Some One Tried 
to Profit—“lan Smythe” Re- 
duced to “a Myth.” 


It was learned last night that shortly 
before the Hall-Mills murder in New 
Brunswick, N. J., the Rev. Edward 
Wheeler Hall sent a telegram -to a wo- 
man in New York, making an appoint- 
ment to visit her apartment on the night 
the telegram was sent. He also tele- 
graphed his brother-in-law, Henry Ste- 
vens, the same day, breaking an ap- 
pointment to meet him. The telegram 
sent to Stevens by the rector is said to 
have read as follows: 

‘Sorry I can’t get down.” 

To the woman in New York, whose 
name and address could not be learned, 
the clergyman wired the following mes- 
sage at the same time: 

“Will be at your apartment late this 
evening.”’ 

Hall is reported to have telephoned 
these messages from his home on Nickol 
Avenue, New Brunswick, to a local tele- 
graph office, and his name was signed 
to both messages on his order. 


Telegrams Known to Officials. 


The authorities know about the ‘tele- 
grams, and are believed to-have ob- 
tained their information from some one 
inside the Hall home. No word of this 
development has been allowed to leak 
out from official sources, but it was re- 
ported last night that Prosecutor Joseph 
E. Stricker of Middlesex County had at-_ 
tempted to subpoena the telegrams 
from the Western Union offi¢e there 
and had been unable to do so. It was 
said that the local manager of the wire 
service communicated With New York .- 
headquarters and then informed the 
Prosecutor that the company miust re-. 
fusé t6 give up the messages without @ 
Suprémeé Court order. So far as knowh,- 
Mr. Stricker has not obtained such an 
order, for he is reported to have made no > 
further attempt to get possession of the 
telegrams. ‘ 

What significance Hall’s action in 
breaking an appointment with his . 
brother-in-law to see a woman in New 
York may have as a clue to the mystery 
of the murder of the clergyman and. 
Mrs. Eleanor R. Mills, a choir singer 
in his church, within a few weeks of. 
the telegram episode could not be 
learned last night. 

The date on which the two telegrams 
were sent could not be placed definitely, 
but it was said that they had been sent 
from New Brunswick in the latter part 
of August. This must have been in the- 
last week of August, for Dr. Hall and 
Mrs. Hall did not return from their va-~ 
cation in Maine, on which they started 
the end of July, until Friday, Aug. 25. 


Stevens's Message Sent to Lavallette. 


It is believed that the telegram to Ste- 
vens was addressed to him at Laval- 
lette, N. J., his Summer home on Barne- 
gat Bay, although he also has an apart- 
ment at 120 East Thirty-first Street, 
Manhattan. At the time of the murder 
} Stevens was in Lavallette and his wife 

was in New York: They have now 
closed the New York apartment and are 
staying in Lavallette, as they had 
planned to close their home here and go 
abroad when the murder investigation 
halted their plans.

FAMINE THREATENS 


THRACIAN REFUGEES 


200,000 Have Already Crossed 
- the Maritza, and Adrianople 
Relief Is Breaking Down.

ADRIANOPLE, Oct. 20.—It is idle to 
deny any longer the possibility of the 
blackest page in allied history being 
written on the banks of the River Ma- 
ritsza. Here we afe at the parting of 
the ways, with Adrianople on the left 
bank and Karagatch on the right bank. 
Here is the famous Mafitza line, behind 
which the civilian Greeks 6f Bastern 
Thrace in thotisands are secking 
asylum. 

For days the stream of refugees has 
been flowing weatward across the river 
bridge, and today it shows no sign of 
diminishing. <A conservative estimate 
obtained from Gréck sources and 
Ohiecked by the British Maison officer, 
Major Bamfora, pute the number of 
fugitives who have already crossed the 
demarkation line at 200,000, but even 
in the haven of Western Thrace the fu- 
tire of these ftgitives is dark and un- 
dertain, 

True, their lives and the honor of their 
women are safe; put what they will do 
and whither they aré tod go no one 
knows. The Allies are apparently in« 
different; the Greék Govertnment finds 
it impossible to furnish adequate aid to 
oa sufferers; the spectre of famine 

overs over the fugitive army. Little 
wonder if, faced with the refugee prob- 
em, the Greek relief preanisetion ig in 
a state of collapse. The Greek authori- 
ties are doing their utmost, but they, 
too, aré under hotice vacate Bastern 
Thrace and give place to the Turks.

without considerable danger. The fire 
Was out and the bodies were sought by 
the light of electric torches. 


Shriéks Rend the Night. 


Piercing cries came from all sides, as 
body after body was taken to the etréet 
and rémoved in ambulances. Women 
ran after ambulance drivers, as the mén 
moved catitiously through the crowded 
streets, covéred with hose. The women 
begged for a chance to see the bodies 
within. Policemen escorted crying and 
pleading mén and women outside of the 
police lines. 

A similar scené occurred in front of 
the Beth David Hospital on Lexington 
Avenue, wheré many of the burned were 
cared for and where large groups of 
lost children were colonized. Children 
with fixed stares of fright clung to the 
nécks of nurses who had been recruited 
on_short notice from many hospitals. 

For twelve hours or more, the slow 

rocess continued of finding mothers 

or lost children and restoring children 


to mothers suffering from burns, shock, , 


tefror and grief. 
Painful Scenes at Morgue. 


Before the fire was entirely out 500 
or 600 people nad gathered at Bellevue 
Morgue. Those who reported children; 
brothers or sisters of other near rela- 
tives to be missing were allowed to enter 


and view the bodies. For hours a

Denies His Charge That Transit 
Commission Plan Would In- 
crease Fares. 


ASSAILS HIS “REPETITIONS” 


Statements Criticised as Part 


of an Effort to Influence 
the Election. 


MAYOR RENEWS CHARGES 


Declares Commissioners 
Propagandists Who 
His Removal. 


Are Pald 
Seek 


George McAneny, Chairman of the 
Transit Commission, issued a statement 
last evening in reply to statements that 
have been made by Mayor Hylan, charg- 
ing the Mayor with ‘‘ parrot-like” repe- 
titions of inaccuracies and explaining 
what the commission had done and what 
it intended to do in connection with its 
plan for the reorganization of the transit 
lines of the city into a unified system. 
Mr. McAneny denied that the commis- 
sion’s plan would mean an increased 
fare, as the Mayor has repeatedly de- 
clared, but asserted that on the contrary 
the work of the commission had brought 
nearer the time when the five-cent fare 
could be extended. 

The statement follows: 

“There are some statements of the 
Mayor, repeated daily and made with- 
out the slightest regard to truth, that 
agein call for correction from the Tran- 
sit Commission. The commission has 
shown the real nature of the so-called 
‘plan’ introduced by the Mayor at the 
opening of the political campaign ‘for 
the immediate construction of rapid 
transit lines in all parts of the city.’ It 
has shown that the authority to approve 
contracts or approve money for most of | 
these lines would lie not with the Mayor 
but with his successors years hence;| 
that the cost would be over a Dillion dol- 
lars or twice his estimate, and v3;on4 


ponatbility 5 and that the whole program 
as been an attempt on a large scale for 
the deception of the people immediatvuiy 
before election. 

“The commission has also shown, and 
in the next few days will show in 

reater detall, that if the Mayor eould| 

ave his way the existing system of | 
five-cent fare rapid transit lines would 
be torn apart and new double fares im- 
posed in every part of the city. 


Likens Mayor to a Parrot. 


“The Mayor has made no reply to 
any of these statements of fact. His | 
discussion of the whole matter seems 
to have shriveled down to a parrot-like | 
repetition of the charge that the com- 
mission, having no thought for the 
building of new subways or interest in 
them, is really bent on spending ‘ from 

50,000,000 to $600,000,000 ’ of city funds 
or the purchase of the existing lines, 
and that these lines are in the main 
‘junk.’ To this usually he adds the 
oharae that the commission proposes 
to bring about a state of affairs under 
which five-cent fares would be increased 
to eight or more. 

“The eommigssion, of course, has no 
plan whatever for buying the private 
roads with city funds, and certainly no 
desire for investing in ‘junk.’ It has 
no plan whatever for an increase of 
fares, but, on the other hand, as the 
result of a year and a half of work, 
has managed to preserve not only the 
existing five-cent fare, but to bring the 
time measurably nearer when that fare 
can be broadly extended. 

“The plan of the eommissfon, pre- 
sented in tentative form a year ago and

‘‘The commission’s experts reached 
their figures by allowing, first, their ap- 
praised valuations and then deducting 
the estimated cost of putting each of the 
properties in first-class condition, a de- 
duction that would be exacted before the 
fixing of final allowances. Over §$50,- 
000, in all was deducted under this 
head. It would be interesting to have 
the Mayor point out where the ‘ junk’ 
remains. Take, for instance, the subway 
total. The total given includes, of 
course, the Interborough Company's in- 
vestment in the original subway. With 
this excepted, the valuation recom- 
mended to the commission for the com- 
pany’s holdings under Contracts 3 and 
4—the so-called ‘ recapturable’ linges—is 
$140,099,000.

I had thought that upon the 
occasion of my first discussion with the 
Board of Estimate three or four weeks 
ago I had his promise to do exactly 
that, as I then patiently explained 
to him at that time what I now repeat, 
and had flattered myself at the moment 
that he saw the point. 

‘“ What the Mayor says about increas- 
ing fares, I repeat, likewise hag no word 
of truth in it. Not only will the five- 
cent fare be preserved, but if the com- 
mission's plans go through it will roll 
over the double and treble fares with 
which the Mayor has plagued the city. I 
shall, however, in a day or two, have a 
bit more to say about fares, as well as

If Governor Miller is defeated 
for re-election, the transit commis- 
sioners’ jobs and the ‘job’ which they 
are trying to put over on the people and 
the city will fall together. 

‘Under the law which created the 
commission and which was passed under 
the whip of the Governor, the commis- 
sion is empowered to enforce its transit 
program if the Board of Estimate de- 
clines to accept it.

HIGHWAY WORK COMPARED. 


320 Miles Contracted For Under 
Smith, 1,001 Under Miller. 


ALBANY, Oct. 22.—In a statement 
issued by Highway Commissioner Her- 
bert S. Sisson he shews by comparison 
the activities of the Highway Depart- 
ment during the Administrations of Gov- 


ernor Smitn and Governor Miller. Under 
the Smith Administration construction 
contracts were let for 320 miles of 
highways that had nat been previously 
contracted for. Since Governor Miller 
was inaugurated contracts have been 
let for the construction of 1,001 miles of 
nagar aye, 

or maintenance and general repair in 
1919 and 1920 the Highway Department 
expended $8,278,000 on 7,260 miles of 
highways, To maintain 8,089 miles of 
highways the Miller Administration has 
spent $10,320,000. 

For reconstruction and resurfacing of 
highways built since the beginning ot 
improved highway construction in this 
State, contracts were awarded under 
Governor Smith amounting to $5,730,000, 
covering 275 miles, as against contracts 
for $9,347,000 for 430 miles under Gov- 
ernor Miller. 

In 1919 158.6 rniles of pavement were 
laid and in 1920 344.4 miles, In the 
first year of Governor Miller’s Admin- 
istration 632 miles of highways were 
completed, of which 372 miles were of 
concrete.

This is because the Governor has in- 
sisted on giving the people what he 
thinks they ought to have and not what 
they want.’’ 

Mr. Smith spent today quietly In Al- 
bear. Mrs. Smith came up from New 
York last night in time for the meeting, 
and this afternoon she and the former 
Governor went for an automobile ride 
among the scenes they knew so well two 
years ago. Asked about his ideas of the 
campaign as far as jt has gone, Mr.

If they are wil- 
ling to concede victory to themselves, 
when nothing is done, how much more 
satisfied must they be when they can 
eee to the undisputed fact that the 
ands upon the clock of progress have 
been pushed: backward? 

“The Government must be brought 
closer to the people themselves. Their 
will should be’ reflected in its every 
operation, 

‘At a big dinner in New York fol-

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UNTERNYER SAYS 


HE TS FOR SMITH 


Denounces Republican Legisla- 
ture for Defeat of Bills Urged 
by Lockwood Committee. 


INTENDED TO AID PEOPLE 


Issue, He Asserts, is Between Par- 
tiles Representing ‘Tolling Maseea’ 
and ‘Privileged Classes.’ - 


Samuel Untermyer announced yester- 
day that he would support Alfred HB. 
Smith, Democratic candidate for Gov- 
ernor, and accepted an invitation to be- 
come a@ member of the citizens’ com- 
mittee which 1s managing Mr. Smith’s 
campaign. 

In explaining his failure to support 
Governor Miller, for whom he has fre- 
quently expressed admiration, Mr, Unter- 
myer said that both Governor Miller 
and Mr. Smith were able men, but that 
the issue wag not one of personality, but 
between the “toiling masses,’ as repre- 
sented by the Democratic Party, and the 


“privileged classes,’’ of which he de- 
clared the Republican Party was repre- 
sentative. 

To illustrate this conception of the dif- 
ference between the two parties, Mr. 
Untermyer gave four specific instances 
in which bills recommended by the Lock- 
wood legislative investigating commit- 
tee, of which he was counsel, were re- 
jected by the Republican majority of the 
Legislature. In this connection Mr. 
Untermyer attacked Jesse S. Phillips, 
former State Superintendent of Insur- 
ance, now one of the managers of Goy- 
ernor Millers campaign, and H. Edmund 
Machold, Speaker of the Assembly. 

Mr, Untermyer touched upon the tran- 
sit situation in New York City and de- 
clared the plans of the city and Transit 
Commission to be both wrong. Com- 
menting upon the commission’s plan, he 
criticised it as not assuring a five-cent 
fare, as depriving the city of the right 
to operate the proposed system and in 
failing to ask the right to condemn rail- 
road properties needed to prevent pos- 
sible ‘‘ hold-ups "’ by the present private 
owners. 


Attacks Last Legislature. 


As showing the distinction between the 
two parties, Mr. Untermyer said: 

“The last Legislature was one of the 
worst and most brazen and defiant legis- 
lative bodies in its defense of the pred- 
atory interests in our history, with the 
possible exception of the last Congress. 
The most notorious corporate lobby that 


ever disgraced the State was openly, 
continuously and disastrously at work 
from the day the session opened until it 
closed. Members of the Legislature were 
themselves an integral part of that 
lobby, with retainers in their pockets, 
acting as chairmen and members of 
committees and killing wholesome re- 
form legislation that affected their cli- 
ents, who were their clients solely be- 
cause they were legislators. 

‘‘Here are a few illustrations within 
my own experience: 

‘‘The law to make workmen’s com- 
pensation insurance a State mononoly, 
as it is in Ohio and a number of other 
States, was strangled to death in com- 
mittee by the Casualty Insurance lobby, 
of which Mr. Jesse Phillips was at the 
head. He had just stepped down (or| 
up) from the powerful position of Su- 
perintendent of Insurance to become the 
leader and spokesman of the Casualty 
Insurance trust. whose members he was 
supposed to be supervising and whose 
slogan was to ‘kill the State Insurance 
Fund’ that it had been his duty to ad- 
minister in the interest of the State, and 
to destroy State compensation Insur- 
ance, 

‘This institution of his had actually 
passed resolutions to that effect, and 
was and still is spending vast sums an- 
nually throughout the country to carry 
those resolutions into effect. Truly a 
fine ‘representative’ of the people to 
have at the head of the State Insur- 
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anes Contpeds es to invest the funds that 
are entrusted to thelr care within the 
limitations that ve osed upon 
life insurance compan en byt e legisla- 
tion that resulted from Mughes-Arm- 


lite insurance investigation and 
still in force. 


Assails Speaker Machold. 


“That hard-boiled recationary, the 
Speaker of the Assembly, Mr. Machold, 
with his autocratic power over legisla- 
tion, played an important part in killing 
this beneficent and necessary legisla- 
tion, He is a Director and largely inter- 
ested in one of the most powerful fire 
insurance companies in the State and 
one that has been engaged on a large 
seale in this sort of speculation. Other 
influential members of the Senate held 
retainers from insurance companies in 
their pockets. 

‘‘& bill to permit the State to appeal 
from an order of the Court dismissing 
an indictment was contemptuously 
thrown aside by the Legislature. Hun- 
dreds, perhaps thousands, of these in- 
dictments are dismissed yearly by 
judges. It is the invariable refuge of 
offenders with political influence and 
the power is subject to repeated abuse, 


In connection with the housing investi- 
gation many of these tmportant Indict- 
ments were thus dismissed and the Pub- 
lic Prosecutor found himself helpless. 
The bill was killed with the ald of mem- 
bers of .the Legislature who held pro- 
fessional retainers from indicted of- 
fenders. 

“The State Trade Commission bill, 
the purpose of which its to curb the 
illegal trade associations and combina- 
tions that are mainly responsible for 
the maintenance of the present high 
cost of living, was put to death by 
order of Speaker Machold. He would not 
even permit the bill to be brought to a 
vote in the Assembly.”’ 

Mr. Untermyer said that the election 
of Governor Smith would be more likely 
than his defeat to end the deadlock in 
the New York City transit situation. 
‘“‘The city authoriteis are in a position 
of obstruction to the present plan of the 
Transit Commission,” he _ continued. 
While the city’s plan, he said, was not 
practicable, the commission’s plan was 
objectionable because it does not assure 
a five-cent fare; it deprives the city of 
the right to operate the system, and it 
has failed to ask the right to condemn 
the properties that it may need if the 
private owners decide to ‘“‘ hold up” the 
city by exorbitant demands. 

“If Governor Smith is elected,” Mr. 
Untermyer said, ‘‘he may be able to 
force these fundamental modifications 
which the commission seems unwilling 
to yield and bring about a just basis of 
unification that will put an end to this 
endless war of words and sparring for 
political advantage.”

At a meeting of the Diocesan 
Conference at Reading tke Bishop of 
Oxford announced that he had written 
to the Duke of Marlborough asking him 
not to attend the conference, The 
Bishop’s statement was applauded. As 
Lord Lieutenant of the county, the 
Duke is ex officio a member of the 
conference. 

‘“‘T have always taken membership in | 
the conference to be governed by a mem- | 
ber having the full status of a com- 
municant,’’ said the Bishop. He said | 
he could not admit that the Duke had 
this status, and he had therefore re- 
quested him not to attend the meeting.

SALARIES OF JUDGES OF THE 
COURT OF APPEALS. 


At the November election the con- 
current resolution of the Senate and 
Assembly proposing this amendment 
to Article Six, the Judiciary Article, 
of the State Constitution will be voted 
upon: 


The Judges of the Court of Appeals, 
including those now in office, shall 
receive for their services the sum of 
$17,500 per year. A Justice of the 
Supreme Court while serving as Asso- 
ciate Judge of the Court of Appeals 
shall receive the same compensation 
ag Judges of the Court of Appeals. 

The Chief Judge of the Court of 
Appeals gets $14,200 a year, each 
ot the Associate Judges $13,700. This 
pay may have been sufficient when it 
was established. Sky-high raising of 
the cost of living as a result of the 
war has made that compensation inad- 
equate, The Judges have to reside in 
Albany for much of the year. Thus, 
in the service of the State and the 
performance of their duties, their 
living expenses are inevitably in- 
creased, 

Besides, it is an incongruity and an 
absurdity that the men who sit in the 
highest State court of appeal should 
be less well paid than Judges of an 
inferior tribunal, whose decisions they 
may be called upon to review. The 
Justices of the Supreme Court in the 
First and Second Departments get 
$17,500 a year. The amendment 
merely puts the compensation of the 
highest court on a level with theirs. 
The proposed increase in modest, It 
will insure to the Appeals Judges a 
little more financial security and free- 
dom from worry about the future, and 
value and dignity of our highest 
State court. 

The learning, the clear, impartial 
judgment, the absolute integrity of the 
Judges of that court are undeniable 
and undenied. The fundamental and 
final guarantee of the rights of every 
citizen lies in the independence, hon- 
esty and ability of the courts. The 
Judges of the Court of Appeals need 
not fear to be measured by the most 
exacting standard of judicial merit. 
They are rich in the learning of the 
law, painstaking, able, honest, fair. 
Let us pay them wages in some degree 
proportionate to their qualities, their 
duties, their service and the weight 
of their decisions. 





BURIAN. 


Baron STEPHEN BURIAN VON RAJECZ 
is dead in Vienna, and probably most 
of the world has already forgotten who 
he was. BERcHTOLD, who preceded 
him, and Czernin, who followed him 
as Austro-Hungarian Foreign Minister, 
are still Uving, and will probably be 
remembered longer; CZERNIN because 
he seemed the perfect type of the 
Austrian aristocrat who could learn 
nothing and never knew anything im- 
portant to forget, BERCHTOLD because 
he was the most active and industrious 
worker for the war in 1914, Burin 
seems to have been a better man than 
either; nevertheless, his two terms as 
Foreign Minister, from January, 1915, 
to December, 1916, and from April, 
1918, till the collapse in October of 
that year, were periods of vain striv- 
ings against irresistible forces. Put 
into office chiefly through the influ- 
ence of Count Tisza, BURIAN repre- 
sented the Hungarian nationalism 
which was the strongest element in 
the Government of the Dual Monar- 
chy, and most of his efforts were spent 
in defending the possessions and pres- 
tige of the monarchy against the de- 
mands for concessions from Italy and 
Rumania, and the encroachments of 
Germany against Austro-Hungarian 
sovereignty. 

BuriaN would not yield what Italy 
and Rumania demanded, but that was 
natural, nor is it certain that it would 
have altered the eventual current of 
events very much if he had. He had 
little success in upholding the claims 
of the Hapsburg Empire against the 
Germans of the Reich, but how could 
he? His failure to hold out against 
the Germans was less ludicrously evi- 
dent than CZeRNIN’S, but both sprang 
from the same source. Austria-Hun- 
gary was dead on its feet. Again and 
again it had to be saved from de- 
struction by German armies; it is not 
surprising that the Germans came to 
look on it as a sort of protectorate 
and found themselves tiring of respon- 
sibility without authority. 

Austro-Hungarian statesmen of the 
war period had their heads In a cloud, 
through whose drifting vapors they 
could see nothing but glorious visions 
of the great days of the seventeenth 
century. 3 must be admitted that 


they were somewhat encouraged 
this by the policy of the Allies, who in 
the hopeless (and very dangerous) at- 
tempts to seduce the Hapsburg mon-

His solution was the crippling 
of Serbia, and, secure in the promised 
support of the big brother at Berlin, 
he went gayly down the primrose path 
te the everlasting bonfire. But when 
the war had once begun the men in 
Vienna saw themselyes large; they 
failed to realize that, if defeat meant 
disintegration of the Dual Monarchy, 
victory or a compromise peace meant 
that Austria-Hungary would be only 
a@ dependency of the protecting Power 


to the north.

THE SEASON AT THE METRO- 
POLITAN. 

The announcement of the ceming 
season at the Metropolitan Opera 
House, officially made last week, has 
the urbane decorum, the well-bred 
reticence, that have been familiar 
qualities of that document in recent 
years, The days when the manage- 
ment felt any anxiety about the out- 
come and was hence moved to un- 
seemly touting of its wares have long 
gone by. The announcement breathes 
perfect confidence; it implies a knowl- 
edge that more people will want to go 
to the opera than can be accommo- 
dated, It treats the public with de- 
cent liberality in letting it know in 
general, but not in too great detail, 
what it may hope for. 

There is, to be sure, not much to 
rouse excitement in its promises. The 
outstanding feature of the announce- 
ment ig the return to German opera, 
in German, by German singers, just 
as it was given before the war. No- 
body will be surprised at this, for it 
was known to be coming. It is in line 
with the established policy of the 
house to give operas in the language 
in which they were written—mostly. 
Sometimes it isn’t at all convenient to 
follow the established policy, and then 
operas are given in the language that 
is most convenient, which generally 
happens to be Italian, unless it is 
French, happens to be 
English. 

If any have grieved at the abandon- 
ment of what they hoped was a lead 
toward “opera in English,” result- 
ing from wartime necessity, there 
might be a certain cold comfort de- 
rived from the fact that rarely has it 
been possible to grasp more than a 
few words in an act of any opera in 
English. General unintelligibility ruled 
more completely than when the opera 
was given in the original tongue. 
The reflection is a severe one ypon 
the modern methods of teaching and 
learning singing. 

Some familiar names will be missed 
from the season's roster of artists, 
but there are numerous new names 
that will pique public interest and 
curiosity. The art will once more be 
found to be greater than the artist 
and will survive in spite of the ab- 
sence of well-beloved favorites. The 
additions are largely in the restored 
German wing of the company. None 
are known to New York except by 
name; and all will have a clear oppor- 
tunity to commend themselves by their 
merits, 

Only two new operas are announced 
for production, one Italian, one Ger- 
man. It is not a time of fertile oper- 
atic production anywhere in the world. 
To what straits managers are put to 
freshen and enlarge their repertories is 
indicated by their resort to such sea- 
soned antiquities as “William Tell ’’ 
and ‘' L/Africaine,” both of which 
have seemed to be obsolete at the 
Metropolitan. But there will doubtless 
be enough to engross the attention and 
kindle the interest of the opera-going 
public; and it would surprise nobody 
to learn that the subscription is once 
more larger than ever before. In such 
terms does the New York public ex- 
press its ‘interest in opera and its devo- 
tion to the Metropolitan Opera House 
in particular.

Therefore 
it may be true that, by descending by 
parachute from a disabled airplane at 
Dayton last week, Lieutenant Haro 
R, Hapris made a new “ record.’’ It can 
only be in the technical sense referred 
to, however, and previous information 
must have been strangely erroneous if, 
as the report from McCook Field said, 
‘this is the first time an air pilot ever 
actually has saved himself by the use 
of a parachute.’’ 

Experimental or voluntary descents of 
the same kind are admitted in the re- 
port, but are declared not to count; te 
do so the descent must be compelled— 
the alternative to a presumably fatal 
fall. That is right enough, perhaps, 
but during the closing year of the 
World War it was frequently stated 
and never denied that some, at least, 
of the German aviators carried para~- 
chutes with them on their flights and 
that more than once they had been able 
to reach the ground safely from falling 
planes. 

These statements gave rise at the time 
to many inguiries as to why the bird- 
men of the Allies were not allowed or 
enabled to have one more ehance for 
their lives in case of accident. Two 
answers have been made—one that para- 
chute leaps frém disabled airplanes 
were impracticable, and the other that, 
if provided with parachutes, the ayi- 
ators would Jump before they had made 
all possible efforts to save their ex- 
pensive machines.

Possibly But 400 Officers of the Line 


Will Lose Their Commissions. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The article in Tag New York Tres 
of Oct. 15, “‘ Skeletonized Warfare by 4 
Spectre Army,’ by Herbert B. Mayer, 
says that the legislation enacted by 
Congress will cut 2,500 officers from the 
commissioned roll of the army. He is 
in error, es it is now figured that, when 
the reduction in the number of com- 
missioned officers is made as provided 
on Jan. 1, there will not be more than 
six or seven hundred officers who will 
be discharged. Nearly 400 of these will 
come from the Medical, Dental, Veter- 
inary and Chaplains Corps, where the 
number of officers retained since the 
war has been in exeess of the number 
authogized by law; and as the total 
number of commissioned officers now 
in our army is approximately 12,700, {t 
ig evident that there will only be three 
or four hundred officers of the line, or 
rather from the single list, who will 
lose their commissions, Both General 
Pershing and Seeretary of War Weeks, 
in recommending the passage of the 
Pershing bill in the lagt session of Con- 
gress, stated there were 1,000 officers 
in the army, of the least efficient, who 
should be, discharged. It is true that 
in recommending the reduction of 1,000 
in the number of officers they urged 
that authority be granted to leter in- 
erease the total of 12,000 commissioned 
officers which Congress has authorized 
to 13,000, and all‘ Congress did was to 
provide for the reduction in the num- 
ber of officers which the Wear Depart- 
ment itself said could be done from the 
standpoint of increasing the efficiency 
of the service. 

It seems to me that with 12,000 of the 
best trained and most efficient officers 
to be found in any army in the world 
and a force of 125,000 enlisted men in 
the regular army, together with our 
National Guard, officered ag it is largely 
by World War veterans, and now num- 
beriag nearly 200,000 men and growing 
at a rate which will make a total of 
235,000 at the end of the next fiscal year, 
this totel maximum Federal army of 
350,000 men should be ample for the 
peace-time requirements of the United 
States.

Tzaritzin and Astrachan,”’ 

I have not the pleasure of knowing 
the Prince—I have never heard of him; 
but I can asegrtain and confirm the fol- 
lowing: 1. There exist no Calmic Cos- 
saks in Russia. There is, indeed, a 
small group of people Calmiki, which in- 
habits thé western bank of the Volga 
River in the Astrachan Province. On 
the eastern bank of the Volga in this 
district, and mainly in the southern part 
of West Siberia, there are located Kir- 
giss-Coissacus, some of which served in 
the Cossak troops of Ural and Siberia. 
2. No Hetman ever stood at the head of 
either Kirgisses or Calmies. The Het- 
mans had been the rulers of Little Rus- 
sia, but only until 1764, when the het- 
manship was abolished. This title was 
re-established in Kiev in 1918 through 
the intrigues of the German occupa- 
tional army, bringing back to power the 


| tand owners of Ukrainia—and it lasted 


till the downfall of the Hohenzollern 
Empire. 

Had Mr. Hohenzollern studied more of 
geography and history, particularly that 
of Russia, instead of concerning himself 
with astrology or excavations on Corfu, 
perhaps the war might have been 
avoided.

There are two ideas prevalent 
among the French leaders, one that 
the Allies should take over the man- 
agement of Germany’s Governmental 
finances, while trying to get American 
co-operation, the other that, without 
bothering with trying to restore the 
mark, the Allies should take over the 
industrial machinery of the Rhineland 
and Ruhr and run it for their beneff 
There are many objections to bo 
schemes. a

OBJECT TO THE FRENCH PLAN 


Berlin Papers Call Reparation Cone 
trol Proposal Impossible. 


BERLIN, Oct. 22 (Associated Press). 
—The plan submitted by Louis Barthou, 
French representative on the Repara- 
tion Commission, as a solution for Ger- 
many’s financial difficulties and for 
placing the country in a position to meet 
her reparation payments, is sharply at- 
tacked by sections ef the press, which 
declare it to be an overt assault on the 
sovereignty of the German Republic. 

‘* Democracy, self-determination, the 
Parliamentary system and all State sov- 
ereignty would vanish if the French plan 
were put into execution,’’ says the Vos- 
sische Zeitung, which views the scheme 
as an attempt to place Germany under 
rigorous financial guardianship. This 
newspaper believes the proposed pro- 
cedure would be productive of much in- 
ternal embitterment, political convul- 
sions and economic disorder and would 
result in a dollar exchange rate of from 
five to ten thousand marks and in the 
end would fail to accomplish the de- 
sired result—yield reparations. 

‘“ A new reparation crisis is at hand,’’ 
says the Kreuz Zeitung, which believes 
the French Government in the present 
move is deliberately planning ‘‘ economic 
blackmail ”’ of Germany, especially as 
M. Barthou’s memorial provides for 
‘far-flung supervision to which the 
federated States as such would be sub- 
jected, while the Reichsbank’s autonomy, 
which was established at the Entente’s 
beers would be automatically an- 
nulled,’’

Ex-Lieut. Gov. M. Linn Bruce,’ Presi- 
dent of the Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Children, issued an ap- 
peal to the public for contributions of | 
$100,000 yesterday to enable the society 
to carry on its work. 

*““One hundred thousand children in 
New York City will need the protection 
of the society next year,’’ said Mr. 
Bruce. ‘The S. P. C. C., although an 
arm of the law, is supported in part 
by voluntary contributions, and unless it 
is adequately financed cannot properly 
; protect the children of our city from | 
the conséquences of abuse and neglect. 
“‘In the last six months the society 
| has received and acted upon 8,295 com- 
| plaints; has rescued and sheltered 3,091 
children in the society building, cared | 
| for 121 lost children and returned them | 
| to their homes, and caused the arrest of 
366 adults ror offenses against chil- | 
| dren. } 
| ‘‘Last year we acted upon 17,118} 
| complaints, involving more than 51,354 | 
children and every conceivable kind of 
cruelty, and nursed, fed and sheltered | 
| them in its own building pending the 
| settlement of their cases. It has re- 
| Stored 12,974 lost children to their 
homes. Altogether more than 1,000,000 
children have benefited by the society. | 
‘" Now the work of the society has | 
outgrown its financial resources, and |

RIGA, Oct. 21 (Associated Press). 
—The Russian armored cruisers 
Rossiya and Gromoboi and several 
other vessels have been lost in a 
storm in the Baltic Sea.

THE QUESTION OF GUILT 


HUS the trend of the German 
policy of maintaining the peace 
was determined by political in- 
sight, personal inclination, the 
legacies of two great men, Bis- 

marck and Moltke, and the desire of the 
German people to devote itself to peace- 
ful labors and not to plunge into ad- 
ventures, 

Whatever has been said in malevolent 
circles about the existence of a Ger- 
man party favoring war is a conscious 
or unconscious untruth. In every land 
there are elements which, in serious 
situations, either from honest convic- 
tion or less lofty motives, favor the ap- 
peal to the sword, but never have such 
elements influenced the course of Ger- 
man policy. 

The accusations, especially those which 
have been made against the General 
Staff to the effect that it worked for 
war, are utterly untenable. The Prus- 
sian General Staff served its King. and 
Fatherland by hard, faithful work, and 
maintained Germany’s ability to defend 
herself by labors extending over many 
years of peace, as was its duty, but it 
exerted absolutely no political influ- 
ence whatsoever. Interest in politics, 
as is well known, was never particularly 
strong in the Prussian-German Army. 
Looking backward, one might almost 
say, in fact, that it would have been 
better for us if those in leading mili- 
tary circles had concerned themselves a 
bit more with foreign policy. 





Therefore, how the Peace of Ver- 
sailles, in view of this perfectly clear 
state of affairs, could have been founded 
upon Germany's guilt in having caused 
the World War, would seem an insolu- 
ble riddle if it were not possible to 
trace the tremendous effect of a new 
war weapon—viz.: the political propa- 
ganda of England against Germany— 
planned on a large scale and applied 
with audacity and unscrupulousness.

Hopes for Versallles Reaction. 


Meanwhile, things have changed, the 
barriers between nations have fallen | 
and gradually they are awakening to} 
the realization of how their confidence 
was imposed upon. The reaction will 
be crushing to the makers of the Ver- 
sailles peace, but helpful to Gremany. 
It goes without saying that, among the 
statesmen, politicians and publicists of 
the Entente who really know, not a 
single one is really convinced of Ger- 
many’s guilt in having caused the W orld 
War. Every one of them knows the 
real inter-relation of events, and as- 
suredly there never was & case where 
so many augurs smiled at each other 
over a secret held in common as the 
ease of the responsibility for the World 
War. In fact, one may even speak of 
a chorus of such individuals, since 
twenty-eight nations took part in the 
war against Germany. But, in the long 
run, not even the shrewdest augurs will 
suffice to make world history. ‘Truth 
will make its way forward and thus 
Germany will come into her rights. 


The various stipulations of the Ver- 
sailles Treaty are in themselves null and 
void, since they can be observed neither 
by the Entente nor by Germany. It 
has been possible for months to note 
what difficulties are arising in the path 
not only of Germany but of the victors, 
as a result ox such an extravagant in- 





strument. 

In many ways the treat 
punctured by the Entente itself, and, 
for this, the reason is easily found. In 
the present highly developed state of the 
world, which rests upon free, systematic 
exchange of material and intellectual 
property, regsywated solely by production 
itself, it is quite out of the question for 
three men—no matter how eminent they 
may be—to sit themselves down any- 
where and dictate paragraphed laws to 
the world. Yet that is what the Ver- 
sailles Treaty does, not only for Ger- 
many, but also, indirectly, for the En- 
tente and America, since all economic 
questions can be solved by mutual, not 
one-sided action. 

The life of nations is regulated al- 
ways—and most particularly in our day 
—not by paragraphs, but simply and 
solely by the needs of nations. It Is 
possible, to be sure, to do violence to 
those national needs temporarily by the 
imposition of arbitrary decisions, but, 
in such cases, both parties concerned 
must suffer. 

The world is in such a stage just now. 
Conditions like those at present cannot 
last; not guns, nor tanks, nor squad- 
rons of airplanes, can perpetuate them. 
Therefore, their removal has already be- 
gun; for, if the peace of Versailles

be constant need of new conferences, 
discussions and meetings having to do 
with this ‘‘ marvelous ’’ document. The 
constant necessity for new interpreta- 
tions is due, indeed, to the fact that 
the needs of highly cultivated and civil- 
ized nations were not taken into ac- 
count when the peace was concluded. 
One must not be pharisaical, however; 
up to a certain point the extravagance 
of the terms imposed by the victor after 
a life-and-death struggle is a natural 
consequence of the relief felt at having 
escaped alive from deadly danger. 


Nevertheless, I know that Germany, 
if we had emerged victorious from the 
war, would have imposed quite different 
terms—i. e., terms that would have been 
just and endurable. The peace treaties 
of Brest-Litovsk and Bygharest—which 
indeed are not at all comparable with 
the Treaty of Versailles—cannot be ad- 
duced against us. They were concluded 
in the very midst of the war and had to 
include conditions which would guaran- 
tee our safety until the end of the war. 
Had it come to a general peace, the 
treaty made by us in the East would 
have had a far different aspect; had 
we won the war, it would have been re- 
vised by ourselves. At the time it was 
made it was necessary to give prefer- 
ence to military requirements. 

But enlightenment regarding the un- 
just Treaty of Versailles is on the way 
and the necessities of life among pres- 
ent-day nations will speak in imperious 
tones to victors and vanquished. 


After years of the heaviest trial will} 


come the liberation from a yoke imposed 
unjustly upon a great, strong, honest 
nation.

Surprising Assertions. 


In other words, it is the business of 
the General Staff to keep the civil- 
ian Government constantly informed 
whether at a given moment we can win 
a& war with so-and-so, in order to en- 
able the diplomats to act accordingly— 
just as Bismarck garbled the Ems tele- 
gram after he discovered that Moltke 
was confident of victory. In view of 
this, the statement that ‘‘ the Prussian 
General Staff exerted absolutely no po- 
litical influence whatever ’’ is not very 
impressive, even if it refers to times 
of peace. And in the war period—well, 
it is surprising news that Hindenburg 
and Ludendorff exerted no political in- 
fluence.

Mr. Gompers ended his wholesale de- 
nunciation by classifying the Attorney 
General as an “ irresponsible agitator,”

the same time by Mr. Gompers as & 
jury fixer, the President of the Federa~ 
tion reading a letter said to have been 
written in 1912 to President Taft by for- 
mer Attorney General Wickersham, inh 
which accusations were made against 
Burns in connection with the case of @ 
man named Willard M. Jones. This 
man was pardoned by President Taft 
following the disclosures, said Mr. Gom- 
pers.

When the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission sought to outline a consolida- 
tion plan the preliminary work was as- 
signed to Professor William Z. Ripley, 
Director of the Department of Transpor- 
tation of Harvard. His plan called for 
the grouping of the Central Pacific with 
the Union Pacific. This did not satisfy 
the commission, which sent Commis- 
sioner Hall to the West to make a per- 
sonal investigation. As a result of his

Pacific with the Southern Pacific tenta- 

vely.

TO ASK CONGRESS BAN 
ON TAX-EXEMPT ISSUES 


Administration Regards Question 
the Most Important of Tax 
and Industrial Issues. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 22 (Associated 
Press).—Adoption of the pending resolu- 
tion: proposing a constitutional amend- 
ment putting an end to the issuing of 
tax-exempt securities will be urged upon 
Congress at its short session, it was 
stated today by high fiscal officers of 
the Administration. They declared the 
question of tax-free bonds was the most 
important not alone of the national tax 
problems, but of some of the industrial 
ones as well. 

It was in@icated that the proposed 
legislation would have the full support 
of the Administration. President Hard- 
ing was expected to renew in his annual 
message to Congress in December his 
recommendations for such a change in 
the organic law. Secretary Mellon and 
other Treasury officials also were pre- 
pared to reiterate their support of the 


| resolution. 


With capital in ever-increasing quan- 
tities seeking investment in tax-free se- 
eurities, fiscal officers said the situa- 
tion had reached a point where a rem- 
edy not only was desirable, but neces- 
sary. Aside from the direet loss in 
taxation to both the Federal and State 
Governments, it was stated that normal 
development of industry was retarded 
through inability to attract wealth at 
anything like reasonable interest 
charges. ; 

Another element in the situation upon 
which emphasis was laid was the In- 
ducement which it was claimed was 
held out to the municipalities and,other 
States to issue se- 
curities beyond their normal needs, thus 
up the already huge public ftn- 
debtedness. It was declared that al- 
ready ih some cases credit was being 
strained and unnecessary burdens placed 
upon the taxpayers. 

Treasury officers have estimated that 
for the past several years State and 
municipal bonds to the amount of a 
billion dollars annually have been is- 
sued, with the total tax-exempt bonds 
now outstanding around $12,000,000,000. 


| Other estimates place the total as high 


as $15,000,000,000. 

Aside from the proposal to end the is- 
securities, recom- 
mendations with respect to taxation to 
be made to Congress by Secretary Mel- 
lon in his forthcoming annual report’ 
were expected to be few and to deal 
largely with such changes in the exist- 
ing las as have been found to be de- 
sirable through practical administration. 

It was indicated that no general revi- 
sion of the law, such as was made a 
year ago, was contemplated, at least for 


excess profits tax has its advocates in 
both branches of Congress, but this is 
opposed generally by the Administra- 
tion, as is also the proposition to tax un- 
divided surpluses of corporations.

ATTENDING 10 THE 
CHILDREN'S NEEDS 


Sales of Attire for Them Often 
Depend on the Skill Shown 
by the Salesman. 


Not enough attention, it is said, is be- 
ing given by many retailers to their 
children’s clothing departments, with 
the result that good-will is not being 
built up, and many sales which could 
be made are being lost daily. Accord- 
ing to the merchandise manager of a 
prominent local retail establishment, the 
merchandising errors are not in the 
varied selection or the quality of the | 
merchandis: offered, but in the way | 
customers are sometimes handled. 

‘“‘Many rétailers,”’ said he, “ seem to | 
overlook the fact that it is just as neces- 
j8ary to ‘sell’ the child as it is the 
older man or woman. It is an ex-| 
| tremely shortsighted policy to figure! 
that, because a child’s garment may j 
sell for only a few dollars, the sale} 
should not be as carefully handled as 
jthat of more costly clothing for adults. | 
'This view is seemingly held by too 
jmany retailers, particularly the smaller 
ones, who very often slur over the at- 
jtention they should give this class of} 
trade, 
|. ‘'I have often heard the remark that | 
the children's trade is one of the most 
difficult to handle. The reason usually | 
{advanced is that there is not one per- | 
}son to be considered in the sale, as is} 
| usually the case in grown-ups’ clothing, | 
but several persons. Not onty must the | 
| child be pleased but the mother as well | 
and, very often, it is a matter of also} 
pleasing father or sister. | 

“Through long observation, I have! 
noticed that the quickest way to make a 
sale in the children’s department is to} 
make much of the child. This is the| 
surest way of preparing to overcome | 
any sales resistance on the part of the 
parents or other relatives. For there | 
is not a parent in the world who does | 
not feel pleased when the offspring is | 
shown marked attention. | 

‘“‘Impress this on your salesmen. <A} 
little pat om the cheek, a few remarks 
jon how attractive the child is or, in the 
jcase of a toy, ‘ what a little man he is! 
becoming or some other pleasantry will } 
work wonders in paving the way for} 
ja sale. I have known of a store which | 
expanded this idea still further.

,into play. The point should be borne in 
}mind that, even if the present sale ap-

| requirements. In other words, if the 
customer says that the suit or other 
{garment for the child is made of a 
poor fabric and your salesman knows 
jbetter, or thinks he knows, it never 
}pays to push the point to extreme. The 
expression ‘the customer is always 
right’ has much to recommend it. It is 
always the customer’s privilege to walk 
out, but the store should not make it a/ 
case of ‘not to come again.’
